But that the whole diſcourſe thereof map 
the better be boꝛn away, we (ball crit conſider 
in oꝛder four pꝛincipall points, that is, from 
what we mull return, to whom we muſtrc⸗ 
turn. by whom we may be able to convert, and 
the manner how to turn to God, 
eee Firfl, from whence, oz from what things 
nem  .wemuſt return, Truly we mult return from 
thoſe things, whereby we have been with 
dꝛa wn, pluckt, and led away from God, And 
theſe generally are our ſins, which as the pꝛo⸗ 
phet Eſay doth teſtiſie, do ſeparate God, and 
us, and hide his face, that he will not hear us. 
But under the name ol in, not onely thoſe 
grolle woꝛds, and deeds, which by the common 
judgement of men, axe counted to be filthy, and 
unlawful ,. and [o confequently abominable 
ſins: but alſo the Ute luſts, and inward con- 
cupiſcences of the fleth, which (as S. Paul te⸗ 
Eifieth) do reſiſt the will, and Spirit of God, 
Gust; And tyerefoze ought earneſtly to be dne,

and kept under. we mut tepent ok the falſe, 
and erromous opinions that we have had of 
God, and the wicked ſuperſtition that doth 
bzeed of the ſame, the unlawfull wozthipping 
and ſervice of God, and other like. All theſe 
things mult they foꝛſake, that will truly turn 
unto the Lozd, and repent aright. Foz ſuch 
things the wꝛath of God cometh upon the chil- 
dꝛen of diſobedience: no end of puniſchment 
ought to be looked fo, ag long as we continue 
in ſuch things. T herefoze they be here con⸗ 
demned, which will ſeem to be repentant un⸗ 
ners, and pet will not fozſabe their idolatry, 
and ſuperſiition. Decondly, we muſt ſee unto 
whom we ought to return. Revertimini uſque 
ad me, ſaith the Lozd : that is, Return as far 
ag unto me. Me muſt then return unto the 
Lozd, yea, we muff return unto him alone: 
Foꝛ he alone is the truth, and the kountain of 
all goodneſſe: But we muſt labour that we do 
return as far as unto him, and that we do ne⸗ 
ver ceaſe o2 reſt till we have appꝛehended, and 
taken hold upon him. 

But this muſt be done by kaith. Foꝛ ſith that 
God is a Spirit, he can by no other meanes 
be appꝛehended, and taken hold upon. Where- 
fore, fir ſt they doe greatly erre, which doe not 
turn unto God, but unto the creatures, oz 
unto the inventions of men, 02 unto their own 
merits.

ſus Chꝛiſt, who being true, and natural 


God, equall, and of one ſubſtance with the Fa- 


ther, did at the time appointed take upon him 
our frailnature, tn the bleſſed Uirgins womb, 
and that ot her undefiled ſubſtance, that ſo he 
might be a mediatour between God, and us. 
and paciſie his wzath. of him doth the Fa- 
ther himſelf peak from Heaven, ſaying; This 
is my welbeloved Sonne, in whom Jam well 
pleaſed, . And he himſelf in his Goſpell doth 
cry out, and ſay. I am the wap, the truth, and 
the like, no man cometh unto the Father but 
by me, Foꝛ he alone did with the ſacrifice of 
his Body, and Bloud, make ſatisfaction un- 
to the Juſtice of God koꝛ our ſinnes. The Apo- 
ſtles doe teſtifie, that he was exalted, foꝛto 
give repentance, andremiſston of ſinnes unto 
Iſrael. Both which things He himſelf did com- 
mand to be pꝛeached in his Name. Therekoze 
they are greatly deceived that pꝛeach 'repen- 
tance without Chziſt, and teach the üümple. 
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wozkes of men, They may indeed ſpeak ma⸗ John 15. 
ny things ot good wozkes, and of amendment 
of like, and manners: but wit out Chꝛiſt they 
be all vaine, and unp2ofitable, They that think 
that they have done much of themſelves to- 
wards repentance, are ſo much moze the far- 
ther from God, becauſe they doe ſeelki thoſe 
things in their own wozks,and merits, which 
ought only to be ſought in our Saviour Jeſus 
Chziſt, and in the merits of His death, and 
paſſion, and bloudſhedding. Fourthly, this eee 
holy Pꝛophet ſoel doth lively expzeſſe the man ⸗ mw 
ner of this our returning oz repentance, com- 
pꝛehending all the inward, and outward 
things that may be here obſerved, Firſt, he 
will have us to return unto God with our 
whole heart, whereby he doth remove, aud 
put away all hypocriſte, leſt the ſame might 
juſtly be ſaid unto us, This people dꝛaweth £5 :5. 
neer unto me with their mouth, and wozſhip Mb 15. 
me with their lips, but their heart is farre off 
from me. 41 n 
Setondlp, he requireth a ſincere, and pure 
love of godlineſſe, and of the true woꝛſhipping. 
and ſervice of God, that is to ſay, that foz- 
ſaking all manner of things that are repug⸗ 
nant, and contrary unto Gods will, we doe 
give our hearts: unto him, and the whole 
ſtrength of our bodies, and ſoules, accozding 
tothat which is wꝛitten in the Law: Thou 
ſhalt love the Lozd hy God with all thy m—_

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with all thy ſoule, and with all thy ſkrength. 
Here therefoze nothing is left unto us, that 
we may give Unto the world, and unto the 
iultsof thefleſh.- Foz lth that the heart is the 
fountain of all our wozkies, as many as doe 
with the whole heart turn untothe Lozd, doe 
live unto him only. Meither doe thep pet re⸗ 
pent truely, that halting on both (ids, doe o- 
ther whiles obey © od, but by and by doe think. 
that, laping him aſide, it is lawfull fo: them to 
ſerve the wozld, and the fleſh, And becauſe 
that we are letted by the naturall coꝛruption 
of our own fleſh, and the wicked affections of 
the lame, he doth bid us alſo to return with 
faſting : notthereby underſtanding a ſuperſtt- 
tious abſtinency, and chooſing cf meates, but 
a true diſcipline oꝛ taming ot the fleſh, where⸗ 
by the nourichments ok filthy luſts, and of 
ſtybbozne contumacp, and p2ide, may be 
withd2awn, and pluckt away from it. YOher- 
unto he doth adde weeping, and mourning , 
which doe contain an outward pꝛofeſſion of 
repentance, which is very needfull, and ne- 
cellarp, that ſo we map partly ſet fozth the 
righteouſneſle of *od, when by ſuch meanes 
we doe teſtifie that we deſerved puniſhments 
at his hands, and partly ſtop the offence that 
was openly giben unto the weak. 

This did David ſee, who being not content 
to have bewept, and bewailed his linnes p21- 


vately, would publikely in His Pſalmes „ 
an 
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and. ſet koꝛth the -righteouſneſle of God, in 
puniching ſinne, andalſo ſtay them that might 
have abuſed his example to (inne the moze 
|  botdiy. Therefoze they are fartheſt from true 
RKepcntance, that will not confeſſe, and ac- 
knowledge their (innes,no2 pet bewatle them, 
but rather doe moſt ungodly glozy , and re- 
jopce inthem. Now leſt any man ſhould think 
that repentance doth conſiſt tn outward weep- 
ing, and mourning only, he dothrehearſe that 
wherein the chief of the whole matter doth 
Ire, when he ſaith , Rent pour hearts, and pal c.. 
not your garmems, and turn unto the Lozd 
your God. Fox the people of the Eaſt part of 
the wozid were wont to rent their garments, 
if any thing happened unto them that ſeemed 
intolerabie. This thing did hypocrites ſome- , 
time counterfeit, and follow, as though the o cou ter- 
whols repentance did ſtand in ſuch outward fi ans 
gelture, Ye teacheth then, that another man: 
ner of thing is required,thatis, that they muſk 
be contrite in their hearts, that they muſt ut. 
terly deteſt, and abhozre ſinnes, and being at 
deſiance with them, return unto the Loꝛd their 
God, from whom they went awap bekoze. 
Foz God hath no pleaſure in the out ward cere⸗ 
monp, but requireth a contrite, and humble 
heart; which he will never deſpiſe, as David 
+ - doth teltific. There is therefozenone other ue 
to theſe outward ceremontes, but as far fozth 
as We are ſtirred up by them, and doe * be 
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the glozy ok God, and to the edifying of 


other. 

Now doth he adde unto this doctrine 82 ex⸗ 
hoꝛtation, certain godly reaſons, which he 
doth ground upon the nature, and pzoperty of 
God, and whereby he doth teach that true re- 
pentance can never be unpzofitable oz unkruit- 
full, Foz as in all other things mens hearts 
doe quail, and faint, if they once perceive 
that they travaile in vain : Even ſo moſt ſpe- 
cially in this matter, muſt we take heed, and 
beware that we ſulter not our ſelves to be per- 
Cwaded that all that we doe is but labour loft: 
Foz thereof either ſudden deſperation doth as 
riſe, 02 alicencious boldneſſe ts ſinne, which 
at length bzingeth unto deſperation, Leſt any 
ſuch thing then ould happen unto them, he 
doth certifie them of the grace, andgoodneſle 
of God, who is alwayes moſt ready to receive 
them into favouragatne, that turn ſpeedily 
untohim. wohich thing he doth pꝛove with 
the ſame titles where with God doth deſcribe, 


and ſet fozth Himſelf unto Moſcs, ſpeaking 


on this manner: Foz he is gractous, and mer- 
cifuli, flow to anger, of great kindneſſe, 
and repenteth him of the evil, that is, ſuch a 
one as is ſozry fo2 your afflictions. Firſt, he 


calleth him gentle, and gracious, as he who ok 


his own nature is moꝛe pꝛompt, and ready to 
do good, then to punich. hereunto the ſay» 


ing of Eſaias the P2ophet ſeemeth to pertain, 


where 


— 


back again, and revoke the punichment which 
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where he ſaith, Let the wicked fozſake his way, Ii 55, 
and the unrighteous his own tmaginations, 
andreturnunto the Lozd, and he wiithave pi⸗ 
tie on him, and to our God, foꝛ he is very ready 
to fozgive. Secondly, he doth attribute unto 
him mercy, 02 rather (accozdingto the Hebꝛew 
wozd) the bowels of merctes: whereby he lig⸗ 
nified the naturail affections: of parents-toy : 
wards their chtldzen, which thing David doth Palm 10. 
ſet fozth goodly, ſaying, As a father hath com⸗ 
paſſton on his childzen, ſo hath the Loꝛd com⸗ 
paſſion on them that fear him, foꝛ he knoweth 
whereof we be made, he remembꝛeth that we 
are but duff. Thirdly, he ſaith, that he is 
flow to anger, that is to ſay, long-ſuffering, 
and which is not lightly pꝛovoked to wzath. 
Fourthly, that he is of much ktndneſſe, fo: he 
is that bottomleſle Mell ot allgoodneſle,, who | 
rejoyceth to do good unto us: therefoze did he 9 
create, and make men, that he might have 1 
whom he ſhould do good unto, and make par- 
takers of his heavenly riches.

ſecond Chapter of the fecond Epiſtle of Peter, 
not conſidering that in thole places the holy 
Apoſtles do not ſpean ot the daily falls, that 
we (as long as we carry about this body ol 
lin) are ſubject unto: but ot᷑ the ſinall falling 
away from Chzift, and his Gofpel, which is a 
lin againſt the holy Ghoſt, that ſhali never be 
fozgtven, becauſethat they do utterly fozſabe 
the known truth,dohateChziſtaud his oꝛd, 
they do ctucille and mock him (but to their 
utter dentuction) and therefoze fall into deſ- 
peratfon; and cannot repent: And that this is 
the true meaning ot the holy Spirit of God, it 
appeareth by many other places of theDcrip- 
tures, which pꝛomite unto all true repentant 
liners, and to them that with their whole 


heart do turn untothe Loꝛd their God, free 


pardon and remiſſion of their ſin. Foz the 
pꝛobation hereof, we read this: O Iſrael (ſaith 
the holy Pꝛophet Jeremy) ik thou return, res 
turn unto me, laith the Loꝛd, and it thou put 
away thine abominations out of my light, 


are Eſaiaswp2ds: Let the wicked forfake his 
own wapes, and the unrighteous his own 
imaginations, and turn again unto the Lom, 
and he will have merey upon him, and to our 
God, foz he is ready to foꝛgibe. Ind in the 
Pꝛophet Oſee, thegodiy do exhozt one another 
after this manner, Tome and let us turn again 
untothe Loꝛd, fo he hath ſmitten us, and he 
will heal us, he hath woundedus, and he wiil 
binde us up again. It is moſt evident and 
plain, that theſe things ought to be under 
flood of them that were with the Loꝛd afoze, 
and by their ſins and wickedneſles were gone 
away fromhim, f 3 | 

- Foz we do not turn again unto him with 


to him. Now, unto all them that will return 
unfainedly unto the Lozd their God, the fas 
vour and mercy of God unto foꝛgiveneſſe of 
ſins is liberally offered. Mhereby it followeth 
neceſſarilp, that although we do, alter we be 


once come to God, and grafted in his Don 


Jeſus Chiſt, fall into great ſins (foz there is 
no righteous man upon the earth that ſin- 
neth not, andif we lap we have no ſin, we de⸗ 
teive our ſelves, and the truth ts not in us)

thall be recetved again into the favour of our 
Heavenly Father. It is wzttten of David: J 
have found a man accoꝛding to mine own 
heart, oz, I have found David the ſon of Jecſſe, 
a man accoꝛding to mine own heart, who will 
do all things that J will. This is a great 
commendation of David. It is alſo moſt cer- 
tain, that he did ſtedkaſtly beleeve the pzomiſe 
that was made him touching the Melltas, 
who ſhould come ol him touching the fleſh, 
and that by the ſame faith he was juitifted, 
and grafted in our Saviour Jeſu Chziſt to 
come, and pet after wards he fell hozribly,com- 
mitting molt deteſtable adultery , anddamna- 
ble murther , and pet as ſoon as he cried Pec- 
cavi, have ſinned, unto the Lo, his ſins be- 
ing kozgiven, he was received into favour 
again. Now will we come unto Peter, of 


whom no man can doubt but that he was 


grafted in our Saviour Jeſus Chꝛiſt, long 
afozehis denyall. Which thing may eaſtly be 
proved by the anſwer which he did in his 
Name, and in the name of his fellow Apoſtles, 
make unto our Saviour Jeſu Chꝛiſt, when he 
ſaidunto them, Mill ye allo go away? Maſter 
(faith he) to whom ſhall we go? Thou haſt the 
woꝛds of eternall life, and we beleeve, and 
know that thou art that Chꝛiſt the Son of the 


living God. Whereunto map be added the like 
tonteſſion ot Peter, when Chꝛiſt doch gi 


ve us 
moſt 
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moll infallible teſtimonyp: Thon art bleſſed; 
Simon the ſon of Jonas, foz neither fleſh nog 
blood hath revealed this unto thee, but my 
Father which is in heaven, Theſe woꝛds are 
ſufficient to pzove , that Peter was already ju- 
ſifted, thzough this his lively faith in the one- 
ly begotten Son ol God, whereof he made ſo 
notable, and ſo ſolemna confellion, But did 
not he afterwards moſt cowardip deny his 


Malter, although he had heard or him, 1dhoſo- 
ever denieth me bekoze men, J will deny him 
bekoze mp Father? Neverthelefſe, aſſoon as March. 26

he did acknowledge bis offence, and with 


an earneſt repentance did fleeunto the mercy of 
God, taking ſure hold thereupon, thzough 
faith in him whom he had ſo ſbamefuily dent- 
ed, his finne was fo2given him, and fox a cer⸗ 
tificate and aſſurance thereof, the room of his 
Apoſtlechip was not denied unto him. But 
now mark what doth follow. After the ſame | 
holy Apoſtle had on Mhitſundap with the reſt 4% = 
of the Diſciples received the gift of the holp 
Ghoſt moſt abundantly , he committed no 
ſmalloffence in Antiochia, by bztnging the con⸗ 
ſciences of the faithfull into doubt by his er⸗ 
ample, ſo that Paul was fain to rebuke him to . 
his face, becauſe that he walked notupztavtly, 
o2 went not the right wap in the Goſpell, 
Shall we now ſay, that after this grievous 
offence, he was utterly 3 and wal out 
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kram the grace, and mercy of GO, and 


thst this his tretpaſſe, whereby he was a 


ſtumbling⸗ ock unto many, was unpardo⸗ 
nable: © O D defend we ould ſay ſo. But 
as theſe examples are not bought in, to the 
end that we ould thereby take a boldneſſe to 
finne, pꝛeſuming on the mercy, andgoodneſle 
of BOD: but to the end that if thzoughthe 
fraiineſſe of our own fleſh , and the temptation 
of the divell, we fall into line finues, we ſhould 
in no wiſe defpaire of the mercy , and good⸗ 
nelleof S O D: Even ſo muſt webeware,and 
takieHeed, that we doe in no wiſe thinkin our 
hearts, imagine, oꝛ beleeve that we are ablets 
repent aright, oz turn aright, oz to turn ette⸗ 
ctualiy untothe Loꝛd by our own might, and 
ſtrength. Foz this mult be veriſled in all men, 
Withont me ye can doe nothing, Again, of 
our ſelves we are not able as much as to think 
a good thought. And in another place, It is 
God that woꝛketh in us both the will, and the 
deed, Fon this tauſe, although lcremy had ſard 
befoze, Jf thou return, O Iſracl, retutu unto- 
me, ſatth the Lozd: Pet afterwards heſaith, 
Turn thou me. O Lo2d, and J ſhallbeturned, 
fo: thou art the Loꝛd my God. And theretoze 
that holp noziter, and ancient Father Ambroſe 
doth plainly afſtrm, that the turning of the 
heart unto GO D, is ol & O D, as the Lo2d 
yimlelf doth teftifie by his Pꝛophet, ſaying, 
And i will givetheo a heart to bnow — 
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Jam the Lozd, and they ſball be my people, 
and J will be their G O D, foz they ſhall re⸗ 
turn unto me with thetr whole heart. Theſe 
things being conſidered, let us earneſtly pzay 
unto the living Sod our Heavenly Father, that 
he will voucyſafe by his holy Spirit, to wozk 
a true, and unkained repentance in us, 
that after the painkull labours, and 
travels of this life , we may 
live eternally with his Don 
Jeſus Chꝛiſt: to whom be 
all pꝛaiſe, and glozy 
foz ever, and ever, 
AMEN.
